Paragraph 1 of Section 4 of the 
pure food law of the State of Ken- 
tucky as enacted by the General As- 
sembly of 190S deems an article tf 
food adulterated: 

"It any substance or substances 
be mixed or packed with It so as 
t> reduce, lower or Injuriously af- 
fect Its quality of strength-" 

Under fbls paragraph of the law 
oyster dealers of this Bute are warn- 
ed that the addition of Ice water 
to shucked oysters constitute an 
adulteration. | 

jobbers and dealers receiving shuck- 
ed oysters from packers should not 
accept them when Ice or water has 
been added, and reUtlers are cau- 
tioned not to add Ice to oysters 
nor to dilute them wlthwater.
